Says Revision Must Be 


Honest-Talks To Ohio

New York. Dec. 17. — Judge Taft 


was the guest of honor at one of the 
most notable banquets ever held in 
this city. It was the twenty-third an- 
nual dinner ot the Ohio society in 
New York, but around the 100 tables 
'placed in the grand ballroom inAbtor 
gallery of the Waldorf-Astoria hotel 
•were men gathered from every sec- 
tion of the country and leaders in 
many walks of life. 


In a speech filled with moie earn- 


estness than any he has delivered 
vince bis election, he pledged his 
administration and his party, so far 
as he can control it, to a loyal ad- 
herence to the Chicago platform. lie 
dwelt almost wholly upon the re- 
vision of the -tariff, which he singled 
out as the most important declara- 
tion made at the last national con- 
vention, and after having previously 
referred to the veto power of the 
chief executive, said with all the em- 
phasis of which he xvas capable: 


"Better. no revision at all, better 


that the new bill should fail, unless 
we have an honest and thorough re- 
vision on the basis laid down and the 
principle outlined in the party plat- 
form." 


Mr. Taft also referred again to the 


Sherman anti-trust law, and declared 
for its enforcement as one of the 
Roosevelt policies that the party had 
pledged itself to carry forward. 


In assuming the duties as toast- 


master. Henry Taft declared it was 
the custom for presiding officers to 
eulogize the guest of honor. 


Proud of His Brother. 


"For obvious reasons." he contin- 


ued, "you will pardon me if I do not 
say much on that subject. 
However, 


I feel it is within the bounds of deli- 
cacy for me to say that I have been 
observing his career for the past 40 
years and I have formed quite a fa- 
vorable opinion of his character. But 
I will not go further, for what the 
other speakers have to say of him 
will probably be about all that it is 
good for him to hear." 


Toastmaster Taft called attention 


to the fact that during the last 40 
jears> New York and Ohio had fur- 
nished all the occupants of the White 
House. Had Presidents Garfield and 
McKinley filled the terms to which 
they were elected, Ohio would have 
had the distinction 
of having fur- 


nished presidents for 28 of the last 
40 years. 
. Governor Hughes, in the course of 
his address, said: "I have spoken 
from time to time for many causes, 
but I never spoke for a cause mor« 
sincerely, or one which was closer to 
my heart, than the one I espoused i« 
the last national campaign. It was 
not necessary to feign 
enthusiasm 


or make appeal other than to the 
judgment of our fellow citizens. 
It 


was possible to present a man who 
stood upon an unsurpassed record of 
achievement. Tactful, able, fearless, 
true—that spells Taft." 


Senator Spooncr spOKe in humor- 


ous vein, and amid laughter demand-, 
ed to know whether or not the inter- 
state commerce in men between New- 
York and Ohio had ever been the 
subject of investigation. He also de- 
manded that light be thrown upon 
the couspiracy between New York 
and Ohio to control the presidential 
succession. 


Senator Spooner paid a slowing 


tribute to Mr. Taft and predicted, 
amid applause, that his would b» a 
''strong, impersonal and restful ad- 
ministration."
